John Bassette; student deacons, 
Frank Tucker, A. E, Conklin, W. 
A. Jewett, and E. W. Carpenter; 
deaconnesses for one year, Mrs. 
Stephen Stark; for two years, 
Mrs. David R. Porter and Mary 
T. Baker. 

A vote to alter the constitution 
relative to church membership 
was passed to the effect that: all 
Students and faculty and work- 
ers who are already members of 
churches elsewhere shall be con- 
sidered members of the Mount 
Hermon church automatically 
when they come here unless they 
indicate their unwillingness to 
be so considered. A panel discus- 
sion on the matter of church 
membership was led by Carroll 
Rikert, Harry A. Erickson, and 
Reese Hay.

I tried to explain to her that 
that was due to the difference 
in what they feed them, and 
Monty Rudsmith politely told 
me that that it was a different 
species, and suggested that I 
ought to check up and tell my 
back yard gardener friends just 
what was what and why in the 
hydrangea family. 

And so when I got home I dug 
up a book on shrubs and found 
that we were both right. The 
hydrangeas which have blue 
flowers are commonly called the 
house hydrangea, and the flowers 
are blue or pink and sometimes 
white. In acid soils the flowers 
are blue, but in neutral or limy 
soils they remain pink. Some au- 
thorities claim that it is due to 
alaminum in the soil rather than 
to the acid condition. But any- 
ny if you add aluminum sul- 

te you get the same results, 
whether it is the aluminum or 
acid, or both. 

I suppose the name _ house 
comes from the fact that thal is 
the hydrangea which is used as 
a tab plant to serve as porch 
decorations or in formal gar- 
éens. It isn’t hardy in Massa- 
ehusetts except on Cape Cod. It's 
peculiar tn the fact that the flow- 
ers are produced on the second 
year terminal buds, and so any 
injury to these tip buds by cold 
or pruning results in the loss of 
flowers.
